STRIKE America Has Won Right to Full PRESIDENT MADE

COBLENZ, Dec. 15. (Night) (By courier to Nancy)— 
“The Americans lacked experience in the technicalities of 
modern warfare but they knew how to go ahead— they 
knew too well.” 
That is the opinion of Colonel von Steibel, chief of staff 
of the 27th German division, which fought and was beaten 
by the Americans in the Argonne. 
Von Steibel, who is attached to the German bridgehead 
commission, discussed freely with the United Press the phases 
of the Argonne break-through. 
“The Americans were too reckless; in too much of a 
hurry to get things done,” he said. “For instance, in attack­ 
ing our machine guns, which are the best in the world, they 
utilized no scientific means. It seemed to us that the only way 
they knew to eliminate a machine gun nest was to keep com­ 
ing until they got it. That was rather discouraging to the 
morale of our gunners. They knew that if they stayed long 
they would be killed or captured. 
“We have no doubt that American intervention won the 
war. We could have beaten the other allies but the constant 
stream of Americans, young and enthusiastic, overwhelmed 
us. 
“The Americans are good opponents and fair fighters/* 
Von Steibel declared the German army could have held 
out for months if internal conditions had not interfered, but 
sooner or later lack of material would have brought its down­ 
fall. 
He asserted that Ludendorff is a great general bul that 
he made a number of fundamental mistakes, such as the Ver­ 
dun attack. 
He inquired eagerly about the effects of German artillery 
fire. He also wanted to know what the doughboys thought 
of the German soldiers* courage and ability.

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GARY LOOKED AHEAD 


Democratic organa unctuously quote 
Judge Gary, chairman of the U. S. 
Steel Corporation, to the effect that 
we may expect an era of prosperity to 
follow now that the war is over. Hut 
doubtless Mr. Gary had in mind the 
fact that the Republican party was 
again on deck. 
As tar back as the middle of 1916 
Mr. Gary, commenting on the wonder­ 
ful prosperity which had come to this 
country 
as the result 
of enormous 
sales abroad, warned us to prepare for 
after-war conditions, a warning which 
the Democratic party utterly ignored, 
and which, by the way, it is not now 
quoting. 
“We should be prepared for 
emergencies, 
for 
adverse 
develop­ 
ments, even though unexpected,'’ said 
he at that time 
“Again our country j 
should be placed and kept on a parity 
with all other countries. 
I refer to 
the tariff question. 
I have said before, 
and I now repeat, this question should j 
not be considered or treated as a polit­ 
ical or partisan one . . . . Facts should 
be ascertained and honest, sensible, 
practical results secured. 
Prohibitive 
tariff rates, so-called, or schedules that 
are so high as to permit a producer to 
oppress the consumer should not be 
permitted; but tariff rates on luxuries 
we do not produce 
in 
this country 
should be reasonably high so as to pro­ 
duce revenues for the Government; 
and tariff rates on things coming from 
foreign countries similar to those we 
produce should be sufficiently high to 
protect our producers, including the 
wage earners, against cheap foreign 
labor and its results, and so as to put 
our country and its people on a fair 
and even basis with all other countries 
and peoples.” 
Unfortunately this question must be 
treated as a political or partisan one 
so long as a free trade party exists in 
the United States, and we have it to­ 
day in the Wilson party. 
Republican 
control of the economic policies of the 


fever should he eradicated, steps talc 
en to control hookworm and mosqnl 
toes, districts he given the advantage 
of modern hospitals, nursing and spec­ 
ialised medical practice.” 
While his remarks were especially 
intended for regions remote from city 
advantages, they are none the less 
worthy of attention in any community.

We shall never be truly civilized un­ 
til we learn that preventable disease is 
synonymous with disgrace, and points 
unerringly to culpable neglect by the 
individual, or (in case of the common­ 
ly recurrent epidemic) by the authori­ 
ties having the public health in charge. 
If health authorities had the force and 
ability and were given the power to 
prevent the frequent recurrence of ty­ 
phoid, diptheria, scarlet fever, meas­ 
les. 
whooping 
cough, 
etc., 
all 
of 
which 
are 
unquestionably 
prevent­ 
able 
diseases, 
they 
would 
be 
better equipped by their own ability 
and experience 
and 
by enlightened 
public sentiment and legal facilities to 
cope with such difficult and unusual 
epidemics as that which is now ravag­ 
ing the country to such an extent as 
to make our war mortality seem triv­ 
ial.

THE SHERMAN LAW 


The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United 
States, 
representing the na­ 
tion's business men, has gone on rec­ 
ord as opposed to the Sherman anti­ 
trust law and desirous of removing it 
i from the statute books. 


A few years ago this would have 
been regarded as a re-actionary move. 
Now it is likely that the majority of 
thoughtful people agree with the stand 
taken. 
The war has opened people’s minds 
to the supreme value of co-operation 
and co-ordination in industry. 
It was 
through organization and centralized 
control of the nation’s industries as a 
whole, and of each essential industry 
in particular, that the I’nited States so 
quickly made its resources effective 
and won the war. War is the supreme 
test of national efficiency, but the 
same principles apply in peace. 
The Sherman law, argue business 
men, penalized size In business, with­ 
out exception, regardless of the fact 
that most businesses can operate more 
efficiently when large, and that some 
business must, from their very na­ 
ture, be monopolistic if they are to op­ 
erate satisfactorily. 
A good example 
of the latter class is the telegraph and 
telephone business, now under tempor- 
l nited States is the best assurance of j ary government control. 
an equitable tariff policy which will 
keep industry humming and guarantee 
high wages in normal times. 
The Re­ 
publican tariff policy has never been 
compelled to rely on a big war 
achieve these results.

It prescribed competition as a 
sort of panacea for industrial evils. 
Experience has shown that competi­ 
tion, white a good thing in general, 
will not cure everything, and in many 
j forms of industry and commerce is 
wasteful and costly, 
j 
It is generally admitted now that the 
main remedy for big business evils is 
public regulation. 
The use of this 
remedy has been growing during the 
last few years. 
Its full development 
is hampered, however, by the old law, 
which is still in force, though modified 
by judicial interpretation. 
The nation 
plainly enough needs a new system, 
which will allow any business to grow 
to its natural dimensions, which will 
eliminate enforced competition where 
such competition is wasteful and crip­ 
pling, and which will provide for gov­ 
ernmental supervision or control suffi­ 
cient to protect, the public from poor 
service and excessive charges at the 
hands of monopolies.

LEMONS AS LAST YEAR 


Orange Star: 
The Lemon Growers’ 
Co-Operative Association hou*<e at Vil­ 
la Park xviii do twice the business this 
year that it did last. 
E. B. Colver, an 
experienced citrus man is in charge 
of the plant. 
He lias been in the cit­ 
rus business for twenty-one years, and 
with this organization since if* start 
four years ago. The association in co­ 
operative from top to bottom, its mem­ 
bers number 218. ll. Coff* it is the fore­ 
man and is in charge of from forty to 
sixty men in the house ami sevr-ntv- 
five to a hundred and fifty in the field, 
according to season. The heaviest .sea­ 
son for picking is during March, April 
and May. 
A new addition to the packing house 
is being built. A couple or the most 
modern washing machines are to he 
installed in the new section, and tin* 
plant arranged so that the lemons will 
make but one trip through it, enter­ 
ing at the rear where they are washed 
and sorted to color. 
They will then 
enter the basement by means of a grav­ 
ity slide. In the basement the lemons 
will be set aside to cure. 
This takes 
from fourteen 
to 
twenty-one days. 
From the basement tho lemons xviii 
be brought up by elevator to the front 
of the building where they will be 
graded, first, second and third grade, 
xvrapped and packed 
for 
shipment. 
The association is picking right now 
about two carloads of lemons each 
day.

In Good Housekeeping for Novem­ 
ber, Secretary of I^abor 
Wilson

clares that children must be protect­ 
ed by st at u te from industrial exploita­ 
tion.

At the beginning of the war a fed­ 
eral luw regulating lite employment of 
children was in effect in the

Well 
Known 
Santa 
Anan 
W rites of Experiences 
W ith Ninety-first 


Giving deeply interesting details of 
some of th e fighting in 
which 
the 
Ninety-first Division, trained at Camp 
liewis, took part, com es a letter from 
Corporal Fred M erker of S anta Ana 
to C harles Morris, bean 
buyer, 
311 
North Main street. 
M erker, one of 
th e 
best 
known 
young m en about tow n, has been un­ 
der terrific fire. In his letter to Mor­ 
ris he says nothing of having be^n 
hit by shrapnel, but a letter received 
here from M erker som e time ago said 
that he w as hit lightly, he being able 
to pick th e piece of shrapnel out w ith 
his fingers. 
M erker is with Company A, 316th 
Engineers. 
His letter, written three 
days a fte r the arm istice was signed, 
from a point in Belgium, has th e fol­ 
lowing: 
Belgium, Nov. 14, ’IS. 
All during this w ar I 
have 
been 
wanting to write you and now th a t it 
is over th e deed is done. 
You see 
although peace has really not been 
declared, we consider it over. 
Over 
here, we have run Fritz so fast and 
far th at we don’t think he will ever 
care to m ix it with us again. 
"‘’Charley, our bunch 
made a nam e 
for them selves and we engineers get 
sooffe of th e credit. 
Our infantry has 
the world cheated. 
All U. S. soldiers 
are good but the division is in a class 
by itself, only in F rance four m onths 
and veterans 
of 
th ree drives 
and 
shock troops after th e first one, two 
citations and lots of credit from all 
concerned. 
Then too, our engineers 
went over the hump with the infantry 
in the Argonne drive, and ever since 
then we have a m utual respect 
for 
each o th er and lots of respect for the 
m achine gun lads. 
In Face of Fire 
We had to leap over a 
hill 
and 
down th e other side in the face of a 
fair artillery fire and the paths were 
covered by machine 
guns, 
but 
the 
brush helped us som e and finally we 
got into a shallow ditch on th e edge 
of the open place w e had to advance 
over to tak e the n ex t hill. The ditch 
wasn't deep enough for good sh elter 
and we caught heil for about 
three 
hours 
before we 
went over. 
One 
battery of w hizbangs seemed to pick 
on the squad I had. 
They knew just 
where we were and what 
we 
were 
going to do and th ey shelled us and 
gassed us and sniped us 
and 
even 
their m achine guns gave us a barrage 
and w hen the word finally cam e to go 
over, we made it in a hurry and kept 
going. 
And rig h t there hell 
opened 
up. 
From tw o sides th e 
machine 
guns 
raked tis and the artillery shot point­ 
blank into us but it was good to go 
after them . 
W e had been shelled for five days 
and no come-back and it was evened 
up here. 
Personally the only H uns I 
saw' w ere hitting th e high spots only 
and I think I saw th e 
battery 
that 
caused u s so much trouble and would 
liked to have brought them back, but 
the bushes were full of snipers and 
machine guns. 
W e lost some 
fine 
men here. 
I don’t believe any pris­ 
oners w ere taken. 
A Different War 
This w as a different war up here. 
Down th e re every patch of forest was 
a stand and had to be worked over re­ 
peatedly. 
Here we have no brush at 
all. One town run* into the next one, 
but it w as very seldom they stood 


and did any street fighting. 
The canals here bothered us a great 
deal. 
The Hun is a whiz at demoli­ 
tion and blew up everything he could. 
The m ost terrifying shells aret those 
the aeroplanes drop. 
Up in the Ar­ 
gonne we were lying on a side hill in 
dead aud their artillery couldn't get 
] us but one night at mess five planes 
flew over. 
They missed our kitchen. 
It was the first one and partly 
con­ 
cealed but B Company, which 
was 
right on the road, caught hell. 
The 
men were lined up and to 
make 
It 
worse it was a double road with a 
30-feet strip in between and the 
ar1 
tillery had a kitchen in that. 
Three air bombs 
got 
about ------ 
men killed and wounded 
and 
- — - 
horses. 
We called it Death 
Valley 
after that and the hill, Shrapnel Hill. 
They got -— of our horses the next 
night w ith 'shrapnel, but we had been 
relieved and left. Hard on slock. We 
came out with o n ly . 
head out of 
44. 
Only lost ------ this drive. 
This 
is going to be a hard winter for ev­ 
eryone, especially for the women and 
children in Germany. 
W e hear that 
Santa Ana oversubscribed over $310,- 
000—proud of you, more beans for us. 
Send ’em over, Charley. 
Bridging Canals 
The railroads would make you weep 
with rage and every canal had to be 
bridged. 
T h e 
went into action 
one fine morning about 
two 
weeks 
ago and that evening we started a 
bridge across a canal. 
We got home 
late. 
Only small parties can work in 
this open country without getting a 
warm reception. 
I believe the com­ 
pany slept in a school 
house 
that 
night and as •usual right between a 
bunch of batteries. 
The next morn­ 
ing we went back and finished the 
bridge and we got the warm recep­ 
tion. 
It was a quiet 
morning 
and 
being interested in the work we paid 
no attention to shells until they start­ 
ed to drop them on the road and then 
we had to hit the ditch. 
That was 
the first shelling we had in Belgium 
and the following Sunday was the last 
I hope ever to hear. 
At that time we were going up to 
the line with a pontoon bridge and 
just at daybreak Jerry either spotted 
us and started shelling with sime 155 
guns, and we 
lay 
around 
a 
farm 
house all day awaiting orders. 
We 
got shelled here off aild on all day, 
long range guns and then the heavy 
H. E. ones. I counted 45 shells in IO 
m inutes. 
One never stopped scream ­ 
ing before the other started. 
They 
have a nasty, vicious scream, espe­ 
cially just before they burst. 
A Busy Sunday 
This would have been just another 
experience because they never really 
did reach us, but our second in com­ 
mand, a first lieutenant, one 
of 
the 
first men to give us squads east and 
west, was very badly hurt picking up 
one of the men who was wounded. 
He was only a young man, 23, I think, 
but he had the respect and adm ira­ 
tion of everyone in the company. 
W e moved out at dusk and 
hiked 
back to where we had started that 
morning, about 
8 kilometers, 
and 
slept in the same shed. Heinie 
was 
trying tor the batteries all around us. 
At about 9 p. rn., I heard one go just 
barely over us and then one fell short 
and the third one dropped just eight 
feet from our feet right in our midst. 
It dropped in a courtyard which had 
two double doors. 
It blew off all the 
doors and most of the roof of both 
places and felt just like a kick on the 
feel^but never hurt anyone. It was a 
busy Sunday. 
W e had a glim pse of Paris coming 
to Belgium. 
I thought I had seen 
some 
badly 
shot-up places In France until I saw' 
the first one here. 
The English start­ 
ed the drive here and for ten miles it 
was ju st one shell hole bordering the 
next one. 
Every tree had part of it 
blown away and the stumps had scars 
all over them. 
But 
after 
the 
first 
day’s hike into th e country we began 
to like it. 
The fields were 
full 
of 
beets and the towns weren’t 
badly 
shot up. 
As I said, it was a different 
iwar. 
We have only slept outside five 
nights s*nce coming here and for two 
m onths in France we never 
saw 
a 
building with enough of 
it 
left 
to 
sleep in. 
W e have had some live places 
to 
stop here in Belgium. 
Only once did

BORAH, JOHNSON, FIGHT FOR 
THE IMMEDIATE REPEAL OF 
ARBITRARY WAR MEASURES

16—“ While 
America abroad, in the person of P res­ 
ident Wilson, is working for world 
democracy, America at home, through 
Congress, must work for a return to 
democratic principles untainted by ar­ 
bitrary measures held necessary to a 
war.’’—Senator William E. Borah. 
In this statem ent is summ arized the 
attem pt of certain members at imm ed­ 
iate repeal by Congress 
of 
certain 
“war measures." 
This group of men, 
though not working under a concerted 
plan, strive for common aims, includ­ 
ing: 
Full restoration of the right of free 
speech. 
Recapture by the American press of 
dts right of free and open discussion of 
public men, public policies and nation­ 
al events. 
Further democratization 
of 
Con­ 
gress. 
Amplifying this thought Borah said 
today: 
"The war is over. The true te st of 
democracy is whether when w ar ends 
democracy can get back 
to 
purely 
democratic principles. 
Can it put be­ 
hind it arbitrary measures supposed 
by some to be essencial to a w ar pro­ 
gram?' 
“It should and can do so lf the peo­ 
ple so will. 
I am in favor of wiping 


Presa Staff Correspondent 
I from the statute books every arbi- 
I trary measure and every imperious 
1 precedent of war. 
I w'ant them to be 
* forgotten as precedents and to be 
1 elim inated from our political system . 
“I shall offer m ore bills for repeal­ 
ing certain statutes just as fast as we 
can get to them .” 
Borah's reference to 'm ore bills” 
had to do with his 
bills 
repealing 
, those portions of the espionage act 
j which permit the postm aster general 
I to say what cannot go through 
Hie 
! mails. 
He intends to follow this measure 
! with a repeal of the whole espionage 
law on the ground that such a m easure 
has no place in a democracy in tim e of 
peace. 
Senator Reed, another of the group, 
said 
today, “Tile 
slate 
should 
he 
sponged Vlean of all laws, necessity 
for which sprang from the w ar em er­ 
gency.’’ 
Johnson of California, Poindexter, 
W ashington, and others echoed Bor­ 
ah's views. 
They are 
the 
leading 
mem bers of tile group behind Borah’s 
plan. 
These senators and others are in ac­ 
cord with Sen. Norris in his attack 
on the ancient “law of succession,” 
which settles the chairm anship of ev­ 
ery congressional committee.
